Pontypridd Town Retrospective 



On the 14th of January 2010 there was a notice 
of election issued, as following a Plaid 
resignation there was to be a by-election for 
the Pontypridd Town Ward on Pontypridd 
Town Council. On the 18th of January I became 
the second candidate in the by-election when I 
handed in all of my completed forms. 

In the month that followed I spent £5 on paper 
on which to print my propaganda, and 
delivered around 500 copies to homes in the 
ward, abetted in this task by my partner Sarah 
and hindered in this task by my printer's duplex 
abilities being limited to providing a service 
similar to a paper shredder. 

On the 18th of February (almost as an echo of 
conditions one month earlier) Ponty was 
graced with an outpouring of snow and 
generally dull and cold weather. It is my 
humble opinion that this may have reduced 
the turn out for the election; ultimately only 514 
votes were cast. 

The result was declared a little before 2300, 
and I then retired to the Otley Arms to break 
the news to my adoring fans.

The result was misreported by the Association 
of Liberal Democrat Councillors, whose website 
listed me has having come third with 130 votes, 
this inaccuracy was pointed out to them but 
today they have not corrected their record. 



Cardiff Central Retrospective 

The 2010 General Election was announced On 
April 6th, to be held on May 6th and I will be 
standing in Cardiff Central. 

In the general election I was completely upfront 
and also completely grateful for William Hill 
sponsoring me with a £50 free bet, that I would 
get more than 100 votes, at odds of 10/1, 
effectively funding my deposit. 

John Cartwright, the Official Monster Raving 
Loony candidate in Croydon, refused to accept 
this corporate sponsorship, in his words: 
"/ am not and will not be a mercenary, or an 
advert, for a commercial company during the 
course of the election campaign. " 

But whilst I respect my comrade's view, I felt 
that my campaign benefited from our 
relationship with William Hill beyond mere 
financial support, adding relevance to my 
discussions with voters. 

When I was talking to voters they could 
instantly see (thanks to a 12" rosette) who was 
backing my campaign, and this in turn caused 
them to question who was backing the other 
candidates? Why were they backing them? 
And why were the parties keeping so quiet 
about their funding sources? 



Look into how much Lord Sainsbury has 
donated to the Labour party? And how the 
labelling standards for organic food might have 
been changed as a result of this? 

I spent the afternoon of April 13th in the Roath 
area of Cardiff Central, speaking to voters and 
completing my nomination forms. 
On April 20th I attended the hustings organised 
by Cardiff Students Union, and despite being 
criticized for having policies came 2nd in the 
student poll. 

On Sunday 25th I did my first radio interview, 
live on Tequila radio at the Atrium campus of 
my alma mater. 

At the count I had many people from across 
the political spectrum talking to me and 
congratulate me for my hustings performance, 
one person saying they had heard good things 
about my website and one person who did not 
think my hustings performance was very funny. 

Thanks to 142 of Cardiff Central's most 
visionary voters I finished my first 
parliamentary election in the penultimate 
position.

I Ian Retrospective 

1 think the following news article from the 
Loony party internetsite sums up this election 
perfectly, well at least better than I was able 
to: 

In a packed council office on Thursday night 
the news broke that Mark Beech, the Official 
Monster Raving Loony Party candidate had 
managed in only his 3rd ever election, to poll a 
record number of votes in the I Ian Ward By- 
election for Pontypridd Town Council. The 
result "Beech, Mark William - 1 vote" was 
greeted by Mark with a smile and his 
traditional tip of his top hat, and by the 
assembled audience with a round of applause. 

Mark later admitted that there were a couple 
of factors in his favour when it went to 
achieving this record low score; 

The first reason being that Mark was not living 
in the Ward, or the Town, or the County or 
even the Nation on the day of he election as 
five days after the close of nominations Mark 
migrated bach to Walsall and proudly 
displayed his W53 address on the ballot paper. 

The second reason being that Mark's self- 
appointed campaign manager Pink Cem (or 
Evil Mommy as she is known to her son) 
decided to give up after delivering only 69 



units of propaganda, it seems the call of Barry 
Island, the beach and the set of Gavin and 
Stacy was too great. 



Amazingly Mark's one vote marks a 50% 
increase in his share of the vote since the 
general election! 

Pink Cem is currently working on Mark's 
strategy for the Welsh Assembly Election next 
May, Mark is currently considering firing her.

Rushall-Shelfield Retrospective 

Following my 1 vote in llan, I was challenged at 
the party conference by R.U. Seerius to beat 
my record and only get 0 votes in my next 
election. Unfortunately the seat on Walsall 
council came with an attractive compensation 
package so I was unable to attempt R.U.'s 
challenge this time. 

I decided that I should attempt to learn from 
my previous election defeats and noted that: 

• The public like the Berlin Sans FB font . 

• The public like to see a photo of me , 
and possibly a tree. 

• The public like to have their 
propaganda delivered to their homes . 

To this end I had 5,000 A6 leaflets printed, and 
started to deliver them around the ward. 
I had an old friend Cheryl, who feeling guilty 
about having tried to drown me when I was 
five, offered to help with the delivering. With 
Cheryl's help I was able to brave the cold and 
the rain and most homes in Rushall and 
Shelfield received a copy of my leaflets, as did 
my Labour opponent and Richard Sheppard 
MP. 



At the Rushall-Shelfield count I had a couple of 
interesting conversations with a couple of my 
opponents and also with my MP, Richard 
Sheppard. However at one point during the 
count I was challenged by a member of UKIP, 
whose name I did not remember who asked 
me why was I standing if I knew I was not 
going to win? 

I replied that there was more to democracy 
than winning, and pointed out to him that if 
we only allowed people to stand for election if 
they were going to win then we would 
normally only have one or two candidates 
standing and the voters would not be given a 
choice. 

My MP on hearing this joined in the 
conversation by confirming that I was right, 
and my head grew slightly. The conversation 
was also joined by another member of UKIP 
who returned the original question back to his 
colleague, as UKIP like the Loonies (and most 
other parties in truth) have a habit of standing 
in elections that they are not going to win. 

I did spend quite a long time talking to 
members of UKIP in Walsall, and left with the 
impression that they need better public 
relations, for (most of) the people I spoke to, 
and their policies made sense but they are 
sadly tied to their less than positive image. 



At the end of the evening, as I was getting 
ready to leave following the result I was told by 
several people to beep standing, and by one of 
the council staff that with a hat like mine I 
deserved at least 10 more votes. 

On leaving the count we found ourselves 
walking just a few steps behind the BNP 
candidate and his agent. 

Just before they got to the main entrance they 
both paused to remove and conceal their 
rosettes causing me to instantly remark to first 
Sarah and then Gem that: 

There is nothing quite like having faith in you 
politics is there 

We followed them out, they scouring, me 
standing tall in my Top Hat, with badges and 
rosette shining as they reflected the street lights. 

I'm support anyone standing for what they 
believe in, and have (misplaced?) faith in the 
voters to reject things that are inappropriate, 
but think that if someone is going to stand they 
need to stand-up and support their cause, not 
hide away from it when it becomes unpopular.

Referendum on the law-making powers of 
the National Assembly for Wales
